At the time Dr. Barlow wrote this he was Librarian of 
the Bodleian Library, afterwards he became Lady 
Margaret Professor of Divinity and eventually Bishop 
of Lincoln. 

The MS. is written in the form of a letter subscribed in. 
a cursive hand Your affectionate Freind & Servant T.B. 
Queen’s Colledg. Oxon. October ye 30th, 1656. 

Then follows the request in the same hand— 

** Pray lett noe Eye, see these rude papers, but your owne 
selfe, unlesse you will communicate them to Mr. Compton, 
qui nostras solebat esse aliquid putare nugas, I dare trust 
you with all my weaknesses. When you have done, I shali 
desire them againe For they will bee of some use to mee, 
though little to any body else Vale. 

The Mr. Compton referred to was probably Henry 
Compton, afterwards Bishop of London who had been a 
Student at Queen’s College. 

It was printed in 1742 by Archdeacon Taylor among 
some additional pieces appended to his Commentarius ad 
L. Decemviralem. As there are verbal differences between 
this MS, and the printed version it is possible that 
Archdeacon Taylor used another MS.

According to Mr. Allan Fea 
(King Monmouth, 1902, page 362) she was the mistress * 
of the Duke of Monmouth and bore him a daughter who 
married James de Cardonnel, secretary to the Duke of 
Schomberg, who fell in the battle of the Boyne. 

It is interesting to find this lady undertaking the 
translation of so neglected a work, to which it is probable 
her attention had been drawn by the Latin edition edited 
by John More and published four years previously 
in 1675. :
